Jake Williams is Severely injured 


When Attacked by Levi— Once 


Saved His Life. 


Jake Williams, a bartender at the 
Hoth and Seanlau .saloon in First 
street, was assaulted by C laude Levi, 
lietter known as “Dump" Saturday 
night about eleven o'clock and sus­ 
tained a deep cut on his left 
leg 
above the knee. The wound required 
sixteen stitches and if it had been a 
little higher Williams probably would 
have been fatally hurt. A few inches 
higher and 
the 
knife blade would 
have penetrated his abdomen. 
The fight was the outgrowth 
of 
trouble which occurred earlier in the 
evening. According to Williams. VV ill 
Rainey and Levi had been looking for 
trouble all of Saturday evening and 
Levi was ejected from the place by 
Willi anis about one hour before the 
fight took place. While Levi was be­ 
ing put out of tile saloon. 
Newton 
Casey who is also employed at the 
saloon, had ><*me trouble with Ramey 
aud was forced to “beat him up." 
Levi and Rainey, according to Mr. 
Williams, started an 
argument be­ 
cause he refused to sell a drink to 
two minors in company with them. 
Casey, at this time wa-' an innocent 
bystander, but when William:- saw 
Levi and Rainey both strike at him, 
lie jumped over the bar and put Levi 
out. while Casey used considerable 
force before he put Rainey in the 
elea r. 
Levi was considerably peeved at 
Williams and threatened him. “I con­ 
sidered the incident closed,*’ said Mr. 
Williams today, when seen at 
the 
M ain Street House, where he is con­ 
fined to his bed, “and was surprised 
to see Levi out in front when I sta rt­ 
ed home, but really didn't think much 
about it until lie 
stepj>ed up to me 
and said 
sometiring 
about ‘acting 
smart* and started to reach for his 
knife. 
I knocked him down in self- 
defense and in the scuffle that fol­ 
lowed he stabbed me in the leg and 
cut my ann iii a couple of places." 
Williams was taken to the office of 
Dr. J. G. Lewis, where his 
injuries 
were dre--ed. It is stated that he will 
recover unless unexj»ected complica­ 
tions arise* 
The police 
had 
little 
difficulty in arresting Levi and Rain­ 
ey, although Levi tried to evade a r­ 
rect by hiding along the river bank 
near the bridge 
south of 
the city. 
Both men had been drinking. 
Levi and Rainey were 
arraigned 
before Mayor 
Black th is 
morning, 
where they were jointly charged with 
felonious assault, with intent to kill. 
They pleaded not 
guilty 
and as 
Williams was unable to appear the 
trial was -et for Friday afternoon at

they were returned to jail.

by 2 to 14 years in prison.

Ile pass­ 
ed bad paper here last winter, and 
was caught after some maneuvering 
on the part of Sheriff Bebout and the 
Rushville police. 
When the forgery 
was discovered an automobile load 
of officers 
hurried to 
Milroy and 
learned that 
Monfort had 
gone to 
Greensburg. 
They waited until the 
evening train came up from Greens - 
jurg. 
Monfort alighted from it and 
was arrested. 
Ile was sentenced to 
a term of two to fourteen years by 
Judge Blair last term of court. 
Mrs. Monfort's first husband, too, 
was a forger, but he never had to 
pay the penalty for his wrong doing. 
He w*as clever enough to escape the 
clutches of the 
officers 
after his 
wrongdoing was discovered. When he 
did 
not come back. Mrs. Monfort 
filed suit for divorce on the grounds 
of desertion and failure to support, 
and it was granted. 
Her first hus­ 
band's name was Harry Willard.

Chicago, Sept. 16.—As the result of 
their boat being tossed by a storm in 
Lake Michigan Sunday afternoon, a 
dozen recruits at the United States 
naval training school in North Chi­ 
cago were drowned. 
With a complement of twrenty-nine 
persons under command of Chief Gun­ 
ner's Mate William Negus, the boat 
apparently hit a sandbar within thirty 
feet of shore, and although all but one 
of the twenty-nine on board could 
swim, none got ashore without assist­ 
ance and four of them wrere only re- j 
vived by use of the pulmotor. 
Eyew itnesses of the accident are un­ 
able to explain just what happened. 
When the boat, storm tossed in such 
a way that most of the boy sailors 
were made seasick, had made some 
distance out into the lake, Negus, who 
was in command, decided to return, 
and when about thirty feet from the 
shore, threw out his anchor. 
Then, 
finding there was but one boy on board 
who could not swim, he started ashore 
with this youth in the water, which 
William Stanley, a survivor, declares 
did not seem to be over his head. Both 
disappeared and neither body was re­ 
covered for several hours.

that tinkles in a glass,” during an

Then if one carefully and 
thoroughly dismissed all thoughts of 
the heat from the mind, complete and . 
refreshing coolness will result, 
a c ­ 
cording to the agricultural experts. 
“Don’t think it is hot, don’t worry, 
and don’t get heated,” said Dr. R. E. 
Doolittle, acting chief of 
the 
pure 
food bureau and successor to Dr. lia r 
vev W. Wiley, the pure food expert. 
“Don’t look at the thermometer every 
two minutes. 
Ju st try to forget the 
weather and you’ll he 
surprised 
to 
find how much le.-s you feel it.” 
“Alcoholic drinks, 
beer, 
gin. 
or 
anything like it should be avoided,” 
he continued, thoroughly wiping the 
perspiration from his brow and shift­ 
ing- his chair the better to

He cam! 
to Indiana in 1815 and was one id 
the first settlers of W ayne county. 
The Rev. A. X. Alarlatt attended 
school in the old log school house on 
his fathers farm and later became a 
student at Whitewater 
college 
at 
Centerville. Ile completed hi- educa­ 
tion at Asbury college, now DePauw 
I niver.-ity. 
He was ordained a min­ 
ister of the Arethodi-t church at the 
animal session of the Southeastern 
Indiana Conference held iii Conners­ 
ville in 1863, and remained active in 
the work of the ministry for nearly 
forty years, in which time lie lias fill­ 
ed some of the most important pas­ 
torate- in the conference. 
He begin his work as a minister on 
the Paris circuit and filled success* 
ively appointments at 
Port Fulton, 
Jeffersonville. 
Bellevue. 
Rushville, 
Aurora, Franklin. Seymour, Milton. 
Richmond, Columbus,

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BEES ARE QUITE PROFITABLE 


Aa Adjunct to Farm Nothing Pays So 
W ell When Properly Cared For— 
W ork for Women. 


(By MRS. L. TAYLOR. Ohio.) 
As an adjunct to farming I know or 
nothing, when properly cared for, th at 
pays so well, considering the tim e 
spent and the money Invested, as bees. 
Last year, two colonies 
produced 
80 pounds per colony of surplus hon­ 
ey, which sold for $20. The bees cost 
$5, so there is a gain of $15, or 300 per 
cent. No other stock or crop paid us 
as well. 
A bee-keeper not far from here av­ 
eraged 112 pounds of honey from his 
colonies. 
He sold it for 16 cents a 
pound. This seems like a very large 
yield, but with improved methods wre 
expect to do even better. 
One farm er 
in this community manages to clear 
$100 each year from his bees. 
Ha 
keeps from twelve to fifteen colonies, 
and his farm does not suffer from 
neglect in the least. 
If the men have not tim e to attend 
to the bees, the women can look after 
them. 
They are generally about the 
premises and have a better 
oppor­ 
tunity for watching them. 
For gentleness Ln handling, ability 
to gather honey and to keep free from 
moth, I prefer the Italians. 
Any chaff 
hive w’fil answ’er the 
purpose. 
It 
should be chaff lined all through; and 
for wintering cut of doors 
a 
chaff 
cushion should be placed over the bees 
to absorb moisture.

Indianaiiolis, Sept. 
16.—The .state 
board of election commissioners has 
decided to give the Progressive ticket 
fourth place on the ballot for the No­ 
vember election. 
The only parties to 
be below the Progressives on the bal­ 
lot will be the Socialists and the So­ 
cialist Labor. The order in which the 
names of the parties will appear on 
the ballots are 
First, Democratic; 
second. Republican: third. Prohibition­ 
ist; fourth, Progressive; fifth, Social­ 
ist: sixth. Socialist Labor. 
The action was explained by the 
board by the statement that the Pro­ 
gressives were given fourth place, the 
station occupied by the People’s party 
when that party had a ticket in the 
field, but the board was informed that 
the People's party would not ask for a 
place on the hahots this year, and for 
that reason its place was given to the 
Progressives. 
There is a law on the Indiana stat 
Ute books, passed a number of years 
ago, which specifically provides that 
the name of the Democratic ticket 
shall he placed first on the ballot and 
that the name of the Republican ticket 
shall have second place. 
The places 
to be occupied by any other parties 
that may be organized from time to 
time is left to the discretion of the 
board, according to the provisions of 
the law.

"Dump" Lev! and Will Rair.ey Face 


Serious Charge as Result of 


Cutting Scrape. 


WOUND REQUIRES 16 STlfCHES 


Jake Williams is Severely Injured 


When Attacked by Levi—Once 


Saved His Life. 


Jake Williams, a bartender at the 


Roth and Scanlan saloon in First 
street, was assaulted by Claude Levi, 
better known as "Dump" Saturday 
night about eleven o'clock and sus- 
tained a deep cut on his left 
leg 


above the knee. The wound required 
sixteen stitches and if it had been a 
little higher Williams probably would 
liave been fatally hurt. A few inches 
higher and the knife blade would 
.have penetrated his abdomen. 


The fight was the outgrowth 
of 


trouble which occurred earlier in the 
•evening. According to Williams, Will 
Rainey and Levi had been looking for 
trouble all of Saturday evening and 
Levi was ejected from the place by 
Williams about one hour before the 
fight took place. While Levi was be- 
ing put out of the saloon, 
Xewtou 


Casey who is also employed at the 
saloon, had some trouble with Rainey 
and was forced to "beat him up." 


Levi and Rainey, according to Mr. 


Williams, started an 
argument be- 


" «ause he refused to sell a drink to 


two minors iu company with them. 
Casey, at this time was an innocent 
bystander, but when Williams saw 
Levi and Raiuey both strike at him, 
he jumped over the bar and put Levi 
out. while Casey used considerable 
force before he put Rainey in the 
clear. 


Levi was considerably peeved at 


Williams and threatened him. "I con- 
sidered the incident closed," said Mr., 
Williams today, when seen at 
the 


Main Street House, where he is con- 
fined to his bed, "and was surprised 
to see Levi out in front when I start- 
ed home, but really didn't think much 
about it until he stepped up to me 
and said 
something about 'acting 


smart' and started to reach for his 
knife. I knocked him down in self- 
defense and' in the scuffle that fol- 
lowed he stabbed me in the leg and 
cut my arm in a couple of places." 


Williams was taken to the office of 


Dr. J. G. Lewis, where his injuries 
were dressed. It is stated that he will 
recover unless unexpected complica- 
tions arise. The police had little 
difficulty in arresting Levi and Rain- 
ey, although Levi tried to evade ar- 


- rest by hiding along the river bank 


near the bridge south of the city. 
Both men had been drinking. 


Levi and Rainey were arraigned 


before Mayor 
Black this morning, 


where they were jointly charged with 
felonious assault, with intent to kill. 


They pleaded not guilty and as 


Williams was unable to appear^ the 
trial was set for Friday afternoon at 
2:30 o'clock. 
In default of $1000 


they were returned to "jail. The of- 
fense of which they are charged is a 
very serious one and is punishable 
by 2 to 14 years in prison. 


Levi and Rainey were sorrowful 


looking sights this morning. 
Rainey 


was the worse of the two. Both eyes 
were blackened and his 
face was 


swollen and beaten almost 
beyond 


recognition. Casey must have given 
him an awful beating from the looks 
of his face. 
Levi had one bad eye 


and several bruises. 
Casey's hand 


and wrist, were badly swollen as a 
result of the blows he handed Kainey. 


About six years ago Jake Williams 


probably saved Levi's life, but it 
seems as though "Dump" has a poor 
memory. Levi jumped on a man from

TROUBLE IN STORE 


Caught by Squall Off the North Shore 


at Chicago, Boat Containing Twen- 
ty-Nine Persons Struck a Sandbar 
Within Thirty Feet of the Shcre and 
Boys, Overcome by 
Seasickness, 


Were Unable to Resist the Waves. 


Chicago, Sept. 16.—As the result of 


their boat being tossed by a storm in 
Lake Michigan Sunday afternoon, a 
dozen recruits at the United States 
naval training school in North Chi- 
cago were drowned. 


With a complement of twenty-nine 


persons under command of Chief Gun- 
ner's Mate William Negus, the boat 
apparently hit a sandbar within thirty 
feet cf shore, and although all but one 
of the twenty-nine on board could 
swim, none got ashore without assist- 
ance and four of them were only re- j 
vived by use of the pulmotor. 


Eyewitnesses of the accident are un- 


able to explain just what happened. 
When the boat, storm tossed in such 
a way that most of the boy sailors 
were made seasick, had made some 
distance out into the lake, Negus, who 
was in command, decided to return, 
and when about thirty feet from the 
shore, threw out his anchor. Then, 
finding there was but one boy on board 
who could not swim, he started ashore 
with this youth in the water, which 
William Stanley, a survivor, declares 
did not seem to be over his head. Both 
disappeared and neither body was re- 
covered for several hours. 
Stanley 


said: 
"The water was exceedingly 


rough and most of the boys so new to 
water experience that they became 
helplessly seasick after we had gone 
perhaps half a mile from the shore. 


"William Negus was in command. 


j He saw that with half the boys sea- 


I sick and helpless it would be impossi- 
ble to handle the boat as it should be 
handled, so we put in toward the 
shore. There was a lot of water in the 
boat and more cf it coming in all the 
time. 
We were in danger of being 


swamped at any moment. 


"Negus would not go to shore with- 


out the lad who could not swim. All 
around the boat the water was alive 
with boys trying to get ashore.

and his farm does not suffer from 
neglect in the least.

to the bees, the women can look after 
them. They are generally about the 
premises and have a better oppor- 
tunity for watching" them.

to gather honey and to keep free from 
moth, I prefer the Italians. Any chaff 
hive will answer the 
purpose.

Gasoline Machine Will Not Do Good
